He took an extreme Care, that the 


Magiſtrates under him ſhou'd do juſtice even to 
the meaneſt of the Roman People, or of theſ con- 


quer'd Provinces; and never pardon'd a Judge, who 


had been found guilty of Bribery or Partiality. 


He had frequently this Maxim in his Mouth, that % 


Prince who did not puniſh Corruption, was guilty 
H. E was the firſt that gave the Romans any notion of 


a naval Fight, by -auſing a great Lake to be cleanſed, 


and afterwards filld up by the Waters of the Tiber, on 
which he appointed a great number of Galleys and other 
_ Veſſels, to encounter each other, to the great Satisfac- 


tion and Improvement of the Spectators; but notwith- 
ſtanding the immenſe Sums he expended in this, and 


other Shews, he never was able to attract the Love of 
the common People, fond as they are generally of every 


thing that makes a noiſe. 5 
NOR was he more ſucceſsful among the better 


fort, tho' he did ſeveral things worthy of giving him 
the Title of Father of his Country, particularly in de- 
priving Courtezans, and other Women of a known 
debauch'd Life, the Liberty of being carried in Litters, 
or receiving any Legacies or Gifts, by way of Teſta- 
ment; and in expelling a young Senator from the Capi- 


tol, for having been the Principal in a Dance. But 
theſe good Edicts ſeemed but like Sta:ts of Virtue in 
his Soul, the greater part of his Actions proving the 
almoſt- Propenſity to all manner of Volupeoulper and 
Cruelty. But that which rendered him moſt odious 
to all Ranks of Men was, that he would needs make 


himſelf be worſhipped as a God, and caus'd all thoſe 


who retuſed to offer Incenſe to lüm, to be proſcrib'd as

HL 1S Rage and Cruelty carried him ſo far, that on 


tome {light Oppoſition made to his meaſures, he tact i=

great Faults; but it muſt alſo be confeſs d he had ſome 8 
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and put to death two Popes, Ct. MEN and AxAclET. 
Wearied with ſuch repeated Acts of Tyranny, it is not 
to be wonder'd at, that many Conſpiracies were form'd 
to rid the World of ſo deteſted a Monſter; but tho' ſe- 
veral Projects of this zkind had been render'd abortive, 
he was at laſt aſſaſſinated in his Palace by thoſe of his 
own Houſhold, in the 15th Year of his Reign: and 
this aſſuming Emperor, who, while he lived, wou'd be 
adored as a God, had after his Death' no-other Honours 
than a ſilent Tomb, A remarkable Inſtance of divine 
Juſtice, which, ſooner or later, never fails ro humble 


and to puniſh the Proud andthe Vain- glorioue. 


IT is moſt true, faid Orsamnes, that exceſſive Pride 
is ſeldom unattended by ſome dreadful Cataſtrophe : 
but, continued he, let us turn our Eyes from theſe hor- 
rible Images, and make a Contraſt more agreeable: let 
us to the Madneſs and Folly of Vanity, oppoſe the Ex- 
cellence of Mod-ſty ; and in the room of what we 
 wou'd avoid, call to remembrance what we wou'd 
imitate. An Inftance of this laſt, which to me ſeems 
worthy of Admiration happened- under- the Reign of 
the ſame Emperor, of whom we have been ſpeaking.

AcRicota, in order to reduce it to its former Obe- 
dience. This brave Man, at his Arrival, found an Op- 
poſition much greater than he expected; for the Briz- 
ton, were not only unanimouſly bent on the Recovery 
of their Freedom, but had alſo called in the Scots, or 
Picts, and Iriſh to their affiflance: ſo that they formed 
a Body capable of ſtriking Terror to a Heart leſs intre- 
pid and frefolute than that of AartcoLa. But this magna 
ni mous Roman, far from being ſurpriz'd or daunted at 
their Numbers, ſeemed rather pleaſed to think, that 
it he overcame, it wou'd be a Conqueſt worthy of him; 
_ and having animated his Soldters, proceeded to the At- 
rack, broke into the Enemies Camp, and gave them 2 
more total Rout than the Roman Power had ever boaſted

The People of Himera perceiving this Diſorder, and 
the Colours and Enſigns of the King of Syracuſe diſplayed

TOCLES, PERICLES, and this fame Lycuncus, they en- 
lrged the Port and Arſenal of Pirea, and had Work- 
men continually employed in building new Veſlels, and 
refitting up the old. Beſides thoſe three Arſenals I 
have mentioned, they alſo erected another, of a much 
greater Circumference; and ſerved, as it were, for the 
general Store-houſe, whence all the others were ſup- 
pied: but I need fay no more, to give you an Idea of 
this ſumptuous Edifice, than what is agreed by moſt 
Authors, that the magnificent Arſenal of Venice was 
formed on the Plan of that of the Athenians. 
WHEN arrived atthisjhigh Degree of Power, they 
eſtabliſhed two Magiſtrates: the one had the Care of 


| equipping the Navy, and furniſhing what number of 


Veſſels the Republick ſhould have need of: the other, 
that of ſending them out of the Harbour to the Place 
of general Rendezvous; where they were received by 
the Admiral, whom the Greeks call'd THALASSIARCHA.

THEY laid the Foundation of many great and 
deautiful Cities, viz. Utica, Hippone, Lempta in Africk,

ments, and what did them the moſt Honour, was 
that of Carthage in Africk; which from a ſmall begin- 
ning, and little other Advantage than a happy Situation,

The Form fr LODI Was ſo wiſe, ind 
ſo well conſtituted, that the Senate of this Repubick 
acquired a high Reputation. Theſe People had ng 
ſooner made themſelves Maſters of the Coaſts of 4.

As the Senateof Carthage had no Views but thoſe 
of aggrandizing their Commonwealth, they gave Oi. 
ders to the Admiral, who commanded their Fleet in 
Spain, to paſs the Straits, and diſcover all the Coal; 
of Africk, on the ſide of the Ocean. This preat 
Man, who was called Haxnno, had the honour to dou- 
ble both rhe Capes; an Enterprize which our modern 
Navigators think very difficult. He paſted the 474. 
bian Sea With all his Fleet; and at laſt arrived at Suez, 
a City on the Borders of the Red Sea; from whence 
he diſpatched young AsDRUBAL his Nephew, with an 
Account to the Senate of the Diſcoveries he had made, 
and a full Deſcription of all the Coaſts of Africk, both 
Eaſt and Weſt, and the Advantages might accrue to 
the Carthaginians by the Knowledge of theſe Places, 
AFTER the Deſtruction of Carthage by the I.. 
mans, this Writing was found in their Archives, cares 
fully preſerved; whence it was taken, and by Order 
of the Senate of Rome, tranſlated from the Pwnick Lan:

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ProLemy ; from which he ſaved him ſelf, but by tettng 
fire to his Fleet, and it was the Flames of the burnin 
Veſſels, which conſumed that moſt celebrated Library 
of Alexandria, founded by ProLemy Pull Aber TEU 
and augmented with ſuch care by his Succeflors, a Lui 
irreparable to the Republic of Letters. 

THE Fortune of Ctx5ar preſerved him from tis 
Danger, PrtoLrmy periſhed, and all Egypt fubmittec '0 
the Roman Power; after which, CESAR ſet CL. 
on the Throne of her Anceſtors; and knowing tha di 

ring the civil Wars, PuARNMACEs, Son of Mita bart 
had taken an Oportunity to attack the Roa, ro 
he marched againſt him with ſo much Diligence 4 
Specd, that PHARNACES felt the Weight ot lus Arms 
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before he thought of his Approach: from thence he 
poured, like a Torrent, into Africa, and was victori- 
ous over Jug A, King of Mauritania, who, by giving 
refuge to the Remains of Powety's Party, had pro- 
longed the civil War. . Rr | 


SCIPIO and Caro were at the head of theſe 


Troops, but they were ever defeated ; and Cr5ar pur 
to death AFRANIUS, and ſeveral other Senators, whom 
he ſuſpected to have given encouragement to his Ene- 
mies. Cato, who had retired into a City of Uica, 
fearing to fall living into the hands of Cxs An, and 
ſcorning to be under any Obligation to a Per fon he 
look d upon as the Deſtroyer of the Liberty) of his 
Country, prevented it, by plunging a Dagger in his 
own Boſom. After his Death, CxsAx returned to 
Rome, were he ordered four Triumphs to be prepa: ed 
tor him; one for the Gauls, one for Egypt, one for 
pontus, and one for Africa. He w3s informed, that 
Cxetvs and SeExTUs PoMPElvs, Sons of the great Pompey, 
were in Spain with a conſiderable Army; on which ke 
flew thither, and again triumphed over theſe iuſtri— 


and Sxrus fled : and this intirely put an end, at once, to 
the civil War, and the Liberty of the Roman People, 


nothing now in the Republic preſerving its former face. 
CESAR, on his return to Rome, was honoured with 


the new Title of perpetual Dictator; after which, he 
made many Laws, and extended the Circumference of 


the City: but the extreme Flatrery of the Senate, who 


exalted him to Divinity, gave him a Throne, a Temple, 
and a Prięſt, and altered the Name of the fifth Month 
nom Juintilis to that of Julius, made him imagine 
bimſeit 10 much above all Mankind beſides, that he de- 
cited all the Affairs of the Empire, withou any other 
Countel than that of his own Will, affecting, in cvery 
ting, the behaviour of Royalty. | | 
THIS Arrogance gave occaſion to a Canſpiracy, by

IN the fifth Year of his Dicatorſhip, a Day wi 
appointed for all the Senate to aflemble in the Theatte 
of Powrey, CESAR, who always made them exp.

and the principal of the Conſpirators crouding neare} 
to him, as moſt officious to teſtify their 'Zeal, took the 
advantage of that moment, and aſſaſſinated him in fe! 
Senate, and the face of Day: he fell, disfigurcd with 
thirty-fix Wounds, among which, thoſe given by Bay. 
us and Cas:1vs were the deepeſt. | 

A little time before this Misfortune happened, having 
no Children of his own living, he adopted, and made 
his Heir, the young Caivs Octavivs, his Siſter's Son, 
The Conful Marcus AN roxius, who performed the 
Honours of his Funeral Obicquies, mounted the Noſrun, 
and, after a very elegant Otat.on,. diſplayed his blood; 
Robe; which animated the People in fuch a manner, 
againſt the Conſpirators, that they vowed to reveng: 
the Deatli of CEsAR on their Heads, and thole of their 
Poiterity. With this aſſiſtance, Marcus AxTtoxtus fer 
ed Ciſalpine, and beſiege the Pretor Decimus Brut: 
He was then, by the Per ſuaſions of C:cero, declared 
Traytor to his Country; and the Contuls Hirc: vs ar 
Pansa were ſent againſt him with a conf14ei9Vle 
Army. The young Carvs Ocravius followed them wit 
another: the Conſuls joined Anroxius near à Cit 
then called Mutinus, but now Modena, and gave hin 
Battle. The two Conſuls loſt their Lives, but tha 
Army was victorious, Ocravius joining them nn 
Forces, Marcus. Ax TTONIUS was totally defeated; t

paſſed between her and her Nurſe, and, at laſt, truſtedſÞ

 THAMAR, faid ſhe, thy Princeſs, to-morrow, will be 
as happy as the World can make her. Then ſhe com- 
 Mmanded her to introduce ZELIM into the Chamber of 


ELviRa, at the Hour in which ſhe uſually took her Mor- 
ning's Repaſt. Theſe Words filled Tamar with Sur- 
pride and Terror; and as XERINA explained herſelf no 


tarther, ſhe imagined that ZeLim knew not the Conſe- 


quence of his Commiſſion. To prevent this terrible 
Blow, ſhe pretended a Joy equal to that of the Princeſs; 


but had no ſooner quitted her, than finding Isaac, who
